Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. ' 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 15, 16, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Tomohide (JPA 2000-020975). 

Tomohide discloses the invention as claimed. The reference teaches: detecting 
the error information with respect to a level of the tracking error signal (a shock signal, 
taken to be the errors signal, is generated by the comparator (22) from the tracking error 
signal), and adjusting the recording speed (taken to be adjusting the rational speed 
which is one stage lower) of the optical disc recording system with reference to the 
detected error information, as set forth in the claims. Further the reference also teaches 
counting the number of times the level of the servo control signal exceeds a reference 
level within a predetermined time period, and comparing the counted number of times 
the level of the servo control signal exceeds the reference level within the 
predetermined period of time, with an allowable number of level errors (i.e. the control 
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means (9) counts the number of pulses of shock signal from the comparator (22), and 
when the number of pulses is counted to a reference point or more within a reference 
time, the control means recognizes it as vibrations caused by decentering and mass 
eccentric rotation of the disk, and changes the rotational speed), as set forth in the 
dependent claims. See the abstract and figures for further details relating to the 
limitations as set forth in the claims.
